QUAI OFFICIAL WHO ACCOMPANIED FRENCH FONMIN SAUVAGNARGUES 
TO THE HAGUE JULY 15 HAS BRIEFED US ON VISIT GENERALLY 
ALONG LINE OF REFTEL. NOT SURPRISINGLY, OUR SOURCE DID 
NOT MENTION WHAT FRENCH MAY HAVE SAID TO DUTCH ON 
SUBJECT OF REPLACEMENT FOR F-104. SOURCE DID SAY, HOW- 
EVER, THAT FRENCH HAD EXPECTED DUTCH TO BE RESERVED - 
IF NOT HOSTILE - TO IDEA OF EC SUMMIT DURING FRENCH 
EC PRESIDENCY. FRENCH WERE SURPRISED AND PLEASED BY 
DUTCH REACTION TO SAUVAGNARGUES 1 PROPOSAL FOR EC SUMMIT 
LATE THIS YEAR. ACCORDING TO QUAI, FRENCH AND DUTCH 
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(AS WELL AS OTHERS IN EC) SHARE SAME FUNDAMENTAL 
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PRECONDITIONS FOR EC SUMMIT: IT MUST BE WELL PREPARED 
AND PRODUCE SIGNIFICANT SUBSTANTIVE RESULTS. WITH 
THESE CAVEATS UNDERSTOOD, QUAI TELLS US THAT DUTCH 
ACCEPTED IDEA OF EC SUMMIT.
